There is a hotel in Spokane, W ashington, for in­ 
stance, where upon entering', the atm osphere is so cordial and inviting 
th at one feels as though he were bein*. entertained in tile horns of a 
friend. T hat is as it should be every whole. 
Some time ago I listened to a speech by the Chief of Police ol New 
York City, which he delivered to a large group of newly appointed men, 
and he emphasized the great im portance of courtesy and insisted upon 
it as one of the essentials of service. 
No one should be beneath courtesy. 
I recall the instance where a 
wealthy m an visited a boys’ cam p. 
He was very lame, but he was 
treated with such courtesy by the boys that he made several im portant 
improvem ents in the camp and left a liberal sum toward its endowm ent 
in his will.
